Such is the bare statement of fact, 
but behind these few words there fs 
a record of years of work, close at- 
tention to best methods of farming 
and stock raising, progressive plann- 
ing, pleasure in travel and in hunting 
both large and small game, and at all 
times in dispensing warm hospitality 
in their home, and for Mrs. Pierson, 
next to her home, her garden and 
plants were her hobby. 

The Pierson home has become a 
sort of Land-mark or Guiding-post in 
the Highway. It was this side of 
Piersons or the other side of Piersons 
and many a mired truck or car has 
bo en helped on its way by aid from 
the Pierson’s horses or tratcor, be- 
fore the time of the gravelled High 
way. 

In May of 1908 Mr. Pierson, then 
living in Minnewankan, North Dakota, 
made a_ prospective trip to Calgary 
and this district in company with a 
Mr. B. Hutchinson, a land dealer. 
This was the decisive trip. Mr. Pier- 
son was so pleased with the land that 
he bought the section on which their 
farm home and buildings now stand. 

n May 1909, Mr. and Mrs. Pierson 
and their daughter Elna, now Mrs. 
Fred Saunders of Vancouver, came 
to establish their home in this ses- 
tion of Canada. 

Mr. Charlie Cowell came with them 
and together they brought three car- 
loads of farm machinery, horses end 
cattle. At that time the only other 
residents in the Cheadle area were 
the Jack MclLeans, the Kildeas and 
the Silverthorns. 

In 1911 Mr. Pierson bought a % 
section from his brother, and iu the 
same year Mr. Heckle came from 
Wisconsin and took up land and has 
been throughout the years, the Pier- 
son’s closest neighbor. ‘ 

Mr. Pierson continued to buy land 
un‘il his farm totalled 1760 acres, all 
of which was broken with horses, a 
vatly different task to what ‘t 
wuld mean today with the modern 
trerctor. In addition to carrying on 
ths extensive grain farming, Mr. 
Picrson also purchased a steam 
threshing outfit, which work he ear- 
ried on each fall from 1900 to 1912. 
er.vioying from 20 to 24 men. He 
tl eshed for fourteen consecutive 
years for Mr. Heckle, and one year’s 
th-eshing bill tor Mr. Heckle amount- 
ec to $6,000. This was when wheat 
woe selling for $2.50 to $2.85. 

fhe Pierson Family believed that 
“ail Work and no Play” was not good 
for wnyone, and while raising good 
evops in the summer they spent sey 
eral of their winters either in Calgary 
or California. 

in the thirty-five year in which he 
hs been farming, Mr. Pierson says 
tiey have never had a real crop fail- 
uie, except in 1929 when a_ severe 
b i} storm on August 10th. complete- 
ly destroyed their crop and they had 
no insurance, 

Their only daughter Elna, was 
married in 1985 to Mr. Fred Saunders 
and now resides in Vancouver.

On March 31, the present gasoline licenses and ration coupon books 
will expire. After that date no gasoline will be sold except on the 
presentation of a 1944-45 ration book. 

In his own interests, every vehicle owner is asked to apply at once 
for a new license and ration coupon book for each of his vehicles. 
Application forms must be completed in detail. 

Commencing April 1, under the 1944-45 rationing plan, the opera- 
tion of which will be basically the same as that now in effect, all 
non-commercial vehicle owners will again be allowed a basic‘*AA”’ 
gasoline license and ration coupon book, containing 40 units for a 
passenger car, or 16 for a motorcycle. 

Similarly, owners of vehicles eligible for a ‘* Special’’ category, who 
can prove their need, will be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the year ending March 31, 1945. In determining 
the extra allowance — which will be measured to individual needs 
— the previous category and mileage of the car will not necessarily 
be an important consideration. 

The extra vocational coupons will again be issued in books labelled 
“Special’’, and each book will contain not more than 60 units. To 
permit constant review of the needs of each category applicant, only 
one “*Special’’ book, or portion thereof, will be issued at a time. 
The Oil Controller also has the right to refuse any application for 
a “Special” category, or to suspend any ration coupon book for 
an infraction of the regulations. 

The shortage of gasoline is still acute. Do not apply for a ‘* Special” 
Category unless your need is urgent, 

Gasoline for commercial vehicles will again be rationed. To assure 
themselves sufficient gasoline to carry on normal business activi- 
ties after March 31, operators of commercial vehicles are urged to 
complete at once and in detail the required application for each of 
their vehicles. 

On and after April 1, service station attendants will not accept 
gasoline ration coupons unless the license plate number of the motor 
vehicle for which they were issued is written in ink on each coupon. 
Every motor vehicle must also display on its windshield a 1944-45 
sticker indicating the category of the coupon book submitted at 
the time of the purchase. 

If the owner of a motor vehicle sells, transfers or disposes of it in 
any Way, it is his obligation to see that the gasoline license and 
ration coupon book for that vehicle is returned immediately to the 
nearest Regional Oil Control Office. 

To obtain a gasoline license and ration coupon book, secure an 
application form at your nearest Post Office. Study the 

form and follow carefully the instructions contained therein.

Fungicides on the Farm 

Fungicides for the control of plant 
diseases and for general disinfection 
are used on all farms. Some of the 
best fungicides are the most pois- 
onous and troublesome to handle. A 
careless person might have some 
dificuliy in using “either mereury 
dusts or formalin. 

Mercury fungicides such as cere- 
san, leytosan, and Junasan, widely 
used for treating grain, are excellent 
fungicides and should not give 
trouble if handled as recommended. 
Avoid inhaling the dusts; work in 
a well ventilated building or outside; 
and wear a mask, If masks are not 

vailable, tie a clean handkerchief 


ver the nose and mouth. Suitable 
nasks are not expensive. After 
handling poisonous dusts or solu- 


tions, wash up thoroughly, especially 


vefore eating. Avoid an excess oi 
fungicide on the hands, face or 
clothing. Left-over dusted grain 


should not be fed to livestock; i: 
may be sown for green feed. 
Formalin, an irritating and deadly 
poison, has been used for years by 
most farmers without serious trouble. 
They know it and handle it with the 
care and caution it deserves. It is 
a good fungicide and general dis- 
infectant. Formalin treated grain 
may be fed to livestock after 
thorough airing. Farmers have used 
bluestone and lysol as general dis- 
infectants without serious trouble, 
ilthough they are poisonous. Sulphur 
is a good common fungicide. It is 
nonpoisonous except when burned 
‘or fumigation purposes; then the 
‘umes are both irritating and toxic. 
Before using any fungicide, read 
arefully the directions printed on 
ihe container. Note the warning 
cross bones and skull, if any, and 
read the “antidote.” If an accident 
oeeurs, call a doctor without delay. 
I<eep all poisonous material out o! 
reach of children. Fungicides, in- 
-ecticides, gopher and rat poisons 
hould be kept together in a box or 
‘abinet. under lock and key. Clean 
; uP and put away all utensils used 
| or fungicide mixtures or treatments. 
y Always use the best fungicides.

“VICTORIA GRANDOLET” 
—_———- 0 —-——— 

By Henry Bellamann, New York, 
Simon and Shuster — $2.50 
—-o0— 

There is a school of thought which 
claims that we are a part of a great 
stream of inheritance, not just an im- | 
mediate legacy of father and mother, 
but of a wide and deep river rolling 
through generations, Such is the 
theme of Bellamann’s new novel.This | 
is a romantic novel in the tradition of | 
the eighteenth century and the Bron- } 
te sisters of the early nineteenth. | 
This is the story of a family, of a 
young girl who for a time, through | 
marriage, became identified with that | 
family and with White Cloud, the | 
seventy-room mansion of the Grando- ! 
lets. It is also a psycho ogical study | 
of dark and hidden motives and unex- | 
pected development in character, a 
favorite study of this authour. The 
writer turns even the lovely bricks 
and stones of White Cloud into living 
material and makes it the chief pro- 
tagonist of the story overshadowing 


Cloud. 


Orlou, the octoroon maid assigned 
to the new mistress, is 4s much of the 
spirit of the place, as any of the proud 
Grandolets. They respected the 
power of the negroes of the place to 
feel and see beyond the white man’s 
intuition. Orlou gave words of wis- 
dom to Victoria. “It’s moren a 
house,” she said “what ain’t proper 
to it won’t have. Ive seen it lots of 
times. It likes you or it don't.” Had 
Victoria been the simple, pliant giri 
she seemed White Cloud might have 
accepted her. The story is the facin- 
ating one of the impact of the house 
on her dual character and her impact 
on it and the family of Grandolet. Ot 
shadowy parentage, brought up in a 
New England rectory, she met the 
challenge with disastrous ambition 
and ruthlessnes, not knowing the un- 
geen forces against her. Her deter- 
mination became a hard consuming 
flame, its focal point, her son, whori 
she bore without love, to consolidate 
her power and to _ perpetuate her 
claim to White Cloud. 


The author succeeds in making the 
characterization of these people, so 


most of his readers know, real and 
alive, a tribute to his power of writ- 
ing. The swamps and great rivers 
have taken back many of the great 
mansions of the era of White Cloud 
that once graced Louisiana, but the 
author’s evocation of the house and 
its inh:.bitants persuades us to belief 
of their one-time existence. Julien 
Grandolet, Niles’ grandfather, Aunt 
Lucie, Flora, Niles cousin, Niles him- 
self, walk alive in the pages and fast- 
en upon our imaginations. Even the 
portraits of the long line of ances- 
tors, especialiy the two who influenc- 
ed Victorias behaviour, and that 
other jateiul Grandolet house, iar 
Felice, of sinister significance briug 
colour and vitality to the pattern. 
Victoria’s ambition and the roic she 
created for herself led her to dare to 
challenge even the ghosts of !ar !*el- 
ice, to flout the family and negro fcar 
of the house, to her ruin. White 
Cloud, however, was the inst:ument 
of her ‘inal rejection. 


Niles had loved Victoria when he 
married her but her pure cold beauty 
proved a frigid reward. He turned 
from it to the fire of Flora’s ardent 
nature in tardy recognition of its 
worth. Flora’s response enabled him 


even that of Victoria and her hus- 
band, Niles Grandolet, heir of White 


far removed from the world which 
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to view with detached scorn Victo.- 
ia’s capitulation to a passion, ihe 
cold ambitios side of her nature filled 
to stem. The weakness of the plot 
lies, no doubt, in the introductios, in 
the final chapters, of a too fortuitoiis 
set of circumstances, Victoria’s lover 
and the manner of her death. If 
there is a touch of melodrama here 
the reader forgives it in the name oi 
romance. 

Perhaps the greatest interest in t'ie 
book lies in the mood of the country 
so skillfully evoked by the author 
Even as we feel the characters in a> 
older tale of high romance, Wuther- 
ing Heights, were a pari o! the wild 
desolate moors they inhabited, so do 
we feel the Grandolets were part and 
parcel of the deep South, the melan- 
choly swamps and mysterious beauty 
of the great tropical acres borderirg 
the Mississippi and of the stream ot 
the past which shaped their destinies.
